A  Regulation  respecting  Emergency  Doors  on 
Motor-vehicles. 

1.  For  the  purpose  of  this  regulation:  — 

(a.)  “  Passenger-vehicle  ”  means  a  motor- 

vehicle  operated  by  a  public  utility  as 
a  public  passenger-vehicle  or  limited 
passenger-vehicle  within  the  meaning 
of  section  62  of  the  “  Highway  Act,” 
and  required  by  the  regulations  made 
pursuant  to  that  Act  to  have  a  door  at 
the  left-hand  side  at  the  rear  thereof: 
( b .)  “  Emergency  door  ”  means  any  door  at 
the  left-hand  side  at  the  rear  of  any 
passenger- vehicle. 

2.  Every  public  utility  shall  provide  the 
emergency  door  on  each  passenger-vehicle  oper¬ 
ated  by  it  with  a  sign  plainly  visible  to  the 


passengers  and  printed  with  letters  not  less 
than  two  and  one-half  inches  high,  reading 
“  EMERGENCY  DOOR.” 

3.  This  regulation  may  be  known  and  cited 
as  “  Regulation  7  of  the  Public  Utilities  Com¬ 
mission.”
